The grounds are extensive. Including 
seventy acres and the building, which 
now has the roof on, will cost when 
completed $40.000.

The new home 
Is 


beautifully located for this purpose.

Holy cross bears a general resem- 
blance to the Dominican order, com- 
bining the life of praise In the home 
with the life of preaching outside.

not think of California as a grain 
raising section, but to the southeast 
of Santa Ana Is a tract of land thirty- 
three miles square owned by one man 
now sowed to barley, which Is about 
two Inches high. 
Tho Boll looks 


mellow and good and It Is a wonder- 
ful field to look over, as It lays so 
level. 
A few weeks ago we passed 


through a portion of It on our way to 
"Newport Beach" and I thought If 
Rock county farmers could sec tho 
way farming was done here It might 
Interest them. 
The ploughs 
turn 


four and five furrows with six or 
eight horses attached and In tills par- 
ticular field there were gangs one 
following tho other. 


They have the machines also to 
thresh and cut tne grain, as they go 
these require sixteen and eighteen 
horses. 


The oranges are now being har- 


vested and packed. 
A few "Santa 


Ana winds'* as they are termed have

tho limbs small. 


Lemons are green yet as aro also 
tho olives.

POTfCHECK CURRENCY 


The statement of the Hon. II. A. 


Castle, auditor for the postolllce de- 
partment before the committee 
of 


the house on the question of the post 
check currency. Illustrates what the 
postofQcc department thinks of this 
measure and makes Interesting read- 
Ing to those who are not thoroughly 
acquainted with what tho proposed 
1)111 really means to th« 'public at 
large. 
Mr. Castle says: 


During the fiscal year, ending Juno 


30, 1902. 42.000,000 
money 
orders 


passed through the auditing 
olllcc, 


and this year It will be 50,000,000.' 
They average about $S each, which 
would make a total of $100,000,000. I 
think at least 30,000,000 of these or- 
ders will be for -less than than $o. 
Of course a $100 order offsets a hund- 
red $1 orders Jn arranging 'the av- 
erage. 
Tho government has collect- 


ed three'cents on each of these 30,- 
000,000 money orders, which Is the 
fee of Issuing a money order of less 
than $r>. 
Third and fourth 
class 


postmasters pet three cents for ev- 
ery order .Issued regardless of Its 
amount so that for all orders Issued 
for less than $5, they get the entire 
fee. 
If the order Is Issued by a city 


post office, that Is, a first or second 
class office. It costs the government 
as much as six'cents, on account of 
clerk hire, to Issue and report 
a 


•money order. 
So the government 


makes a profit on the Issue of these 
30,000,000 money orders, to cover the 
other heavy expenses Involved In the 
system, and In some cases It loses. 


See what has to be done after the 


issue, for which no compensation Is 
received. 
~\Vo get every week from 


New York and Chicago a statement 
of the postmasters, accompanied by 
the money orders,as vouchers mak 
ing for each of these clues 125 [Im- 
mense volumes of money order state- 
ments each rear. 
One hundred and 


fifty thousand vouchers 
accompany 


each of these statements every week 
and 100.000 'of them will be for less 
than $5 each, for which the govern- 
ment has received no net revenue. 


Tho post otllces at New York and 


Chicago have high priced clerks to 
make out these statements and com- 
pare the vouchers with them. The 
•weekly statement from each 
oillcc 


must contain the number of each mo- 
ney order, the town where Issued and 
the amount. 
These statements each 


cover GOO sheets of paper, each sheet 
containing six columns of figures. 40 
items in a column, and each column 
must be footed up, making 3.COO col- 
umns of figures to be added up and 
carried along. 
Then they come to 


our office where each one of those 
150.000 vouchers, which qnmo In every 
•week from each of these olHces, must 
bo checked with the entry on that 
statement, one after another, and ev- 
ery one of those SjfiOO columns must 
be again footed up an., the totals 
-verified by clerks with average sal 
arles of $1,200 a year. 
'This com- 


parison Is all necessary before tnc 
paying 
postmaster can be credited 


•with the amount of his alleged dis- 
bursements, but this Is only the bo- 
. ginning of our work. 


The vouchers are passed along to 


a set of men who stand at round ta- 
bles with pigeon hoies representing 
the different states and they assort 
and throw thoso 150,000 orders Into 
the holes representing the 
states. 


Then-they are passed farther along 
to a section of women, who arrange 
them alphabetically according to the 
town In each state. 
Then they go 


to a third section, where they are ar- 
ranged by consecutive numbers 
In 


each town. 
Then they art- passed on 


to another section, -where -they are 
checked individually by tnu 
state- 


ments of the postmaster* TVlio Issued 
them, so as to know that each 
ac- 


count Is correct and that the sum oc- 
Itnowledged can be properly debited 
•in each case. 
For Instance, some- 


times a postmaster will sell a money 
order for $100 and debit himself with 
$1 and call It a mistake; and strange 
to say. 75 per cent, of the mistakes 
are against the government. 
"We 


catch hundreds of these mistakes ev- 
er}' day In checking the vouchers of 
34.000 postmasters, and the utmost 
vigilance Is required to prevent heavy 
loss. 


These 150.000 vouchers must then 


be tied up Into bundles of about 1.50(1 
each, labeled and filed away for seven 
years. 
One hundred thousand of 


these orders are for less than $5 
each, and all this auditing and assort- 
ing-work. Involving six distinct mani- 
pulations and two separate checkings, 
has been done •n-itliout a cent of 
compensation, as the postmaster who 
Issued an order as a rule received 
the entire fee paid for it, and with 
first and second class ofllces the loss 
is still greater. 


You may see the reason for trying 


to devise some plan to obviate this 
expensive and 
complicated 
work 


which Is Increasing at a marvelous 
rate. 
It Increases from 15 to 25 per- 


cent, per annum. 
It has nearly dou- 


bled since I came to the auditor's 
office six years ago. and we cannot 
prevail on congress to give us help 
enough to properly take care of it. 


Ten years ago the ofllcc was flvo 
years behind in this assorting and 
checking work. 
It has been caught 


up with, btit wo have been drifting 
behind 
In spite of every exertion. 


The volume of this work Increases 
every year beyond even our own es- 
timates made the year previous. 


The post check system would dis- 


place many of the smaller 
orders 


which are almost unprofitable nnd ag- 
gravating to deal with. 
The vol- 


ume of the money order Issues would 
be somewhat reduced; at least Its 
enormous growth would bo checked. 
In my opinion there still would be 
enough In the money order business 
for the postal service to take care 
of. 
The post check would entail 


no work upon the auditor for the 
post office department, 
for 
there 


would be no auditing anywhere, as 
we use the term. 
The paid checks 


would be destroyed and reissued tho 
same as mutilated currency Is now 
Handled. 
Mistakes In 
addressing 


would be Infinitesimal In my opinion. 
Mistakes occur always in any Ttind or 
business, but business goes on. Er- 
rors can be easily corrected 
and 


their magnitude or danger would In 
no respect equal those of the pres- 
ent system of money orders where 
a great many 
complicated 
rules 


have to bo complied with. 


I have seen no reason to change in 


any way my llrst favorable opinion 
of the post check and I have been 
confirmed In my favorable opinion 
by subsequent study.

When the new dynamo is Installed 


and ready for operation, the plant is 
to IIHO It twenty-four hours of 
the 


day. 
It cnn 1>e used both for street 


and storo light or for power. 
With 


the equipment In the down-town and 
the Monterey power-houses, and the 
substitution of the now alternating 
current street lights for those now In 
use. there ought to ho no complaint 
of the dark street lights. 


Reserve Power 


Although the water power 
at the 


lower mills,Is excellent, even bettor 
than that down town, there aro times 
when the river Is too low to make It 
efficient. 
For use In such emergen- 


cies tho monstrous engine which was 
Installed for tho cotton mill, and saw 
but little practical service, will be 
kept for auxiliary power. 


Powerful Engine

TO AID NEGROES 


SAYS LIBERTY IS 
AT 
STAKE 


Declares That Conditions In the South 


Are Tending Toward the Peonage 
System That Existed in 1860. and 
Asks for Relief. 


Washington. Jan. 27.—The esecutlvu 


committee of the National Afro-Ameri- 
can 
council adopted 
a 
resolution 


urging confirmation by the senate of 
the nomination of Dr. \V. D. Crum to 
be collector of customs at Charleston. 
S. C.. and Issued an address to the 
country on the race question in gener- 
al. The address Is signed by Alexan- 
der Walters, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee; Cyrus Field Adams, 
secretary, and William A. Pledger, act- 
ing president of the council. The mi- 
dress In part is as follows: 


Period Is Critical. 


"It is evident to • the thoughtful 


among us that we are passing through 
one of the most critical periods of our 
existence in this country. Questions 
that Immediately concern the liberty 
and well-being of one-el ghth of tho 
population of the United States and 
scarcely to less degree the whole pop- 
ulation of the country are pressing for 
treatment as never before. 


"A systematic effort has been inaug- 


urated on the part of the South which 
has for Its object tho withdrawal of 
the franchise from the Afro-Americans 
of that section and their reduction to a 
position of absolute subserviency In 
all the relations of life. It has been 
openly declared by some of the most 
prominent leaders of the South that 
it was the intention of the framers of 
the new constitutions to disfranchise 
as many Afro-Americans as possible 
and leave every Caucasian in full pos- 
session of the suffrage. The effect 
has been that not only has the Afro- 
American been disfranchised, but also 
that a very large number of Caucas- 
ians who previous to the adoption of 
these constitutions participated 
In 


elections have ceased to register and 
vote. 


For Constitutional Rights. 


"We contend for our constitutional 


rights on the ground that the right of 
suffrage has been conferred upon its 
Citizens by the federal government. 


"We heartily commend the Afro- 


'Amcrlcans 
of 
A'irglnla, 
Alabama, 


Louisiana and other states who are 
seeding redress through the courts of 
the land and we pledge them our mor- 
al and financial support. .We denounce 
the mob murders now so prevalent In 
this country. 


"We call the attention cf the coun- 


try to a condition of service on many 
farms In a number of the Southern 
states resembling very much the old 
peonage system and ask for legisla- 
tion looking to the remedying of the 
evil. 


"We submit our protest against the 


unfair practices In the transportation 
of pasEcngcrs In Southern states, dis- 
criminating unjustly 
against 
Afro- 


Americans, requiring of 
them 
tho 


highest rates of travel and providing 
in return the poorest accommodations. 


"We appeal to congress for favor- 


able action upon one of tho several 
measures now pending therein for tho 
appointment of a commission to In- 
quire Into the condition of Afro-Ameri- 
cans of tne country." 


GIVES STATES POWER. 


BUI In Congress Will Help to Bar 


Liquor In Original Packages.
